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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10, 11, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 10 and 20 recite "is displace" on line 5. This is awkward. Perhaps 
"displace" should be changed to "displaced". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 6-8, 12, 13, 15-18 and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Vaughn '043. 

Vaughn '043 discloses the impact tool as claimed including a housing 10, 13, a 
drive assembly 26 of a known type; i.e. pneumatic, an impact hammer 18 in the 
housing, lubricant administered into passage 32; i.e. a position outboard of the hammer, 
wherein the lubricant is contained in the interior of the shell and hammer via seals 36, 
38, thus the lubricant inherently flows within the interior of the hammer; i.e. an inboard 
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position, such the lubricant inherently moves throughout the interior via "passageways", 
as broadly claimed, the lubricant undergoing movement via negative pressure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 6-8, 12, 13, 15-18 and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Vaughn '043 in view of Schoeps '130. 

In the event that Vaughn '043 can be interpreted not to include the passage for 
directing fluid through the hammer, Schoeps '130 discloses a similar tool wherein fluid is 
conveyed via radial passages 54 in an impact mechanism 47. In view of the teachings 
of Schoeps '130, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the 
hammer of Vaughn '043 with the passage as claimed in order to more directly convey 
lubricating fluid. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5, 9, 14 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 10, 11, 20 and 21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
